pnrt of tho earth. 


"Wages, small as they have been, 


arc steadily and surely going down, 
and worse than that, tha range of their 
employment is continually lessening." 
—See report of Berlin silver commis- 
sion of 189-1, pages 1,357-8. 


What Mr. Reed dwelt on in his 


latest Portland speech on Thursday 
was that immediately after the war 
some people favored the redemption of 
bonds in greenbacks. 
He says that 


was very tempting, 
but the people 


stood steadfast, and finally agreed to 
pay in coin. 
Now Mr. Reed knows, if 


he knows anything at all about our 
statutes, that every act authorizing 
the issuance of bonds by the country, 
from 1861 to 1870, made the principal 
payable in coin or greenbacks, and the 
interest in coin. 
If he knows the his- 


tory of the country, he knows that we 
never borrowed any gold or silver from 
anybody during the war. 
We bor- 


rowed our own greenbacks when the 
gold brokers had crowded them down 
to between forty and fifty per cent, by 
a kiting gold market, created by them- 
selves, by the manipulation of our cur- 
rency legislation. 
He knows that of 


these bonds nineteen hundred millions 
were made payable in twenty years, 
with the privilege of paying them or 
any of them in five years or afterward. 
When these five years were up it was 
perfectly legitimate to have redeemed 
aa many of them as we could in [green- 
backs. 
All our custom duties were 


then paid in gold. 
We were collecting 


two hundred millions a year. 
One 


hundred and fifty millions of ^this paid 
our interest, and we had fifty millions 
left for tho redemption of bonds. 
Any 


business man living will say that it 
was right for us to take that gold aud 
buy greenbacks with it and redeem 
bonds with' the greenbacks, according to 
their terms. 
This would have been 


much more than wo borrowed, for the 
greenbacks had greatly appreciated iu 
value. 
But the "financiers' bunkoed 


our simplest statesman to giving away 
the privilege of redeeming in 
five 


years, unless wo would agree to then 
redeem iu coin. 
They induced con- 


gess to pass a bill to that effect in 1869. 
It was ten years after that before 
specie payment was resumed. During 
that ten years the treasury received two 
thousand millions of coin for customs 
duties, fifteen hundred millions of 
which went to pay interest. The other 
five hundred millions of gold coin was 
used in tho redemption of bonds—be- 
fore the resumption of specie payments 
—while for every other service and in- 
debtedness whatever, the United States 
paid in greenbacks, and this included 
the pensions of soldiers, for whom the 
financiers are now whining so lustily. 
That five hundred millions of gold 
should have been used for those pur- 
chases of greenbacks and tho redemption 
of bonds with them. Never was a

Of the geology of the region this ex- 


planation is given: This part of South 
America rose slowly from the sea, 
through successive and remote jvges. 
Tiro JUonnmu mountains were formed 
precisely as was the rest of the land, 
and are not the result of volcanic action. 
Ilence they must have been above the 
ocean before the surrounding plains 
appeared. They stood 2,000 feet above 
the level of the sea when the neighbor- 
ing tops were but islands in the ocean. 
In the course of a period difficult to ap- 
perciate the adjacent valleys and plains 
appeared above the water and became 
covered with vegetation and animal 
life. 
But the isolated plateaus of 


Iloraima had a tremendous start of the 
plains below. Here comes the alleged 
ground for the speculation that perhaps 
on these mysterious summits there ex- 
ists flora and fauna unlike any found 
elsewhere, forms of life that long since 
disappeared from other parts of the 
world, but remained the same on these 
summits, because unaffected by the in- 
fluences of communication with the 
outer world. All sorts of wild guesses 
have been hazzardcd regarding the ex- 
istence of strange reptiles and animals 
among the streams and forests of 
Roraima, 


The cascades falling from the summfts 


are among the highest in the world. 
One 
is 2,000 
feet 
high 
and 
5s 


broad enough to be visible 30 miles 
away. It falls sheer, without a break. 
The mountains from which, these cas- 
cades fall form the dividing -watersheds 
of the Amazon, the Orinoco and the 
Essequibo, the three great rivers of 
South America, and the -waters of the 
cascades flow some to one and some to 
another of these rivers. It is argued 
that to supply these waterfalls there 
must be a considerable body of water 
on the mountain plateaiis, and it Is 
natural to conclude that where there are 
Jarge bodies of water there are fish and 
reptiles. The resulting conclusion that, 
because these fish and reptiles must 
have been isolated on the mountain tops 
for ages, they are likely to be different 


from any know-n species, is regarded as 
quite natural. The mountain plnteaus 
form practically little countries \>y 
themselves, like islands, but more iso- 
lated, because the ocean of air that sur- 
rounds them does not afford the facili- 
ties for communication with other 
islands ;is do the waters of the ocean it- 
self. 


One of the plateaus, known as Kuken- 


ham, which is better situated for ob- 
servation than any of the others, is es- 
timated to have an area of ZOO square 
miles or more. The smallest, which 
bears the name common to the group, 
Iloraima, is estimated to contain 80 to 
140 square miles. 


The story of the mysterious region is 


not new, at least to British Guiana. It 
is many years since any scientific men 
were in the region, but chance travelers 
'and gold prospectors happen there at 
odd times, and when they return to 
TJemerara they add their little store of 
information and mystification to the 
rest.—-N. Y. Sun.

After treating of the arrests 
of the dynamiters and the capture by 
the police of all their documents, etc., 
the communication adds that liell was
